Mas it Please Your Excellency, 

We have the honour, pursuant to statute, to present 
this our Thirty-first Annual Report on the condition of the 
Prisons and Prisoners within our jurisdiction, and with respect 
to the Registration of Criminals; also our Annual Report on 
the State Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis, and on the Borstal 
Institution at Clonmel Prison. 

PRISONS AND PRISONERS. 

Number of Prisoners. 

The number of ordinary prisoners committed to local prisons 
in Ireland in 1908, was 32,832. Though this shows an increase 
of 673 on the number for the previous year, the daily average 
number in custody was practically the same, having been 2,230 
in 1908, as compared with 2,232 in 1907. This may be attributed 
to the remission of imprisonment which was introduced into 
Irish local Prisons in 1908 under the Prisons (Ireland) Act, 
1907. 
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The number of convicts committed to prisons in Ireland in 
1908 was SB, and the daily average number was 248. The cor- 
responding numbers for 1907 were 81 and 234.

Bridewells. 

During the year 457 prisoners were committed to Bridewells, 
viz.: — 183 under sentences of four days or less, and 274 on 
remand. This represents a deci'ease of 21 on the number for 
the previous year. 146 of those committed on remand were after- 
wards committed to local prisons, and are included amongst the 
number of prisoners in the foregoing table. 

Fermoy Bridewell was closed on the 8tli February, 1909. 

It being impossible to carry out the approved modern system 
of prison treatment in Bridewells, the gradual abolition of these 
establishments has been one of the reforms that have been 
carried out in Ireland during the past 31 years. Out of 95 
Bridewells harlded over to the Board under the Prisons Act, 
187i, only 6 now remain, viz.: — those at Ballina, Birr, Bulrush, 
Loughrea, Mallow and Fewry. 

Drunkards. 

Though the proportion of prisoners committed for drunken- 
ness to the total number of convicted prisoners, which 
a ,. j y e . ars a g° was 50 per cent., has of late years de- 
clined, this class of offence, i.e., drunkenness alone, or riotous 
or disorderly behaviour while drunk, still accounts for a very 
large percentage, amounting last year to 41 per cent., of the 
convicted prisoners committed. 

Naval and Military Prisoners. 

There were 63 naval prisoners and 57 military prisoners com- 
mitted to civil prisons during the year, the corresponding

When the portion of the Children Act of 1908 that deals 
with Juvenile Offenders comes into force, on 1st January, 
1910, an effectual stop will be put to the practice, upon which 
we have so often commented adversely in previous reports, of 
committing children of tender years to prisons. 

After the date named — 

“ Children,” i.e., those under 14 years o f age, must not be com- 
mitted to prison by courts of summary jurisdiction on remand 
or for trial, and must not bo sentenced to imprisonment or penal 
servitude for any offence, or committed to prison in default of 
payment of a fine, damages, or costs; 

“ Young Persons,” i.e., those between 14 and 16 years of age, 
must not be sentenced to penal servitude for any offence, and 
unless the court certifies that they are of so unruly a character 
that they cannot be detained in one of the places of detention 
to be provided by the police authorities, or of so depraved a 
character that they are not fit persons to be so detained,— they 
must not be committed to prison by courts of summary jurisdic- 
tion on remand or for trial, and must not be sentenced to impri- 
sonment for any offence or committed to prison in default of 
payment of a fine, damages, or costs. 

It is further provided that sentence of death shall not be 
pronounced on or recorded against a child or young person, but 
in lieu thereof the court shall sentence the child or young person 
to be detained during His Majesty’s pleasure; also, that m 
certain cases where a child or young person is convicted on 
indictment of an attempt to murder, or of manslaughter, or of 
wounding with intent to do grievous bodily harm, the court may 
sentence the offender to be detained for such period as may be 
specified in the sentence. Persons so sentenced are liable to tie 
detained in such places and under such conditions as the Chief 
Secretary may direct, but may at any time be discharged on 
licence. 
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Juvenile Adults. — “ Borstal ” System. 

During the year, 30 male prisoners between 16 and 21 years 
of age, who had been sentencod to imprisonment for 9 months 
or more in various parts of Ireland, were sent to Clonmel Prison 
for the special reformatory troatmont known as the “ Borstal " 
system, which is carried out there. Of those IB had both parents 
living, but the parents of two were separated; 13 had lost one 
parent, and 2 were illegitimate. 16 had been previously con- 
victed, one as often ns 19 times, and 5 of them were “ Habitual 
Criminals” under the Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871. 4 had 
been in Industrial Schools, and I in a ftnforomtory. The parents 
are generally described as of drunken habits, and careless and 
neglectful of their children. 

Two juvenile-adults were removed for misconduct from the 
Borstal Class to the ordinary prison. The behaviour of the 
remainder was satisfactory. 

The juvenile adults wero employed during the year at car- 
pentry, gardening, laundry work, painting, whitewashing, shoe- 
making, tailoring, and in the general cleaning of the premises. 
There was a large output of barrows, stools, tables, &c., for 
prison use. The crops in the gnrdon which is cultivated by them 
were very good. Their own washing and that, of the ordinary 
prisoners is done by them. The shoomaking department is suc- 
cessful, the output of new work for officers and prisoners and 
the repairs being large and of good quality and finish. 
Those at this trade, after five or six months, can make new boots 
and slippers. Every youth passing through this shop is thus 
placed in a position to earn an honest livelihood. Those employed 
at tailoring, also become efficient after a short timo. 

The library is much availed of. It contains works treating 
of history, biography, travel, agriculture, mechanics, &c. 

Juvenile adults who have reached the third educational stan- 
dard receive two hours’ school instruction daily in association, 
and those above {lie third standard one hour’s instruction in 
their cells. Their progress is very satisfactory. 

The Chaplains paid great attention to the youths during the 
year, and gave them several lectures on moral and religious 
subjects. They report very favourably of the effects of the 
treatment. Readings from instructive books were given weekly 
by the Governor, Chief Warder and Schoolmaster Warder. 

The conduct of the youths in the recreation room, where they 
pass an hour every evening, was very good. 

The new forih of physical drill recently introduced is a great 
improvement on the old style, and the youths take to it much 
better. They get an hour daily at this healthful and invigorat- 
ing exercise, and its effects on their development and appearance 
are remarkable. 

From the inception of the Borstal system in May, 1906, to 31st 
December, 1908, out of 51 youths discharged, 35, or 68 per cent., 
are doing well. One of these who belongod to a family of 
thieves, and had been in an Industrial School and Reformatory, 
is now employed as a gardener at 16s. a week. Another, who 
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had been nine times previously convicted, and was employed 
at carpentry while in the Borstal Class, has since his release 
from prison (nearly two years ago) been in constant employment, 
and has made all the furniture for his house. Of the 16 youths 
discharged who are not doing well, 9 have been reconvicted. 

Previous to discharge the juvenile-adults are interviewed by 
members of the Clonmel Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society and 
every effort is made to procure them work. The assistance of 
kindred societies and benevolent persons is invoked, and they all 
cheerfully respond and offer a helping hand. The most promi- 
nent of these are the Borstal Association of London, the Salvation 
Army Homos, Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Societies, and the Con- 
ferences of St. Vincent de Paul. Clergymen and police also give 
valuable help. 

In addition to the gratuity earned by the juvenile-adults, 
special grants of from 15s. to £2 were made by the General 
Prisons Board in suitable cases through Discharged Prisoners’ 
Aid Societies, clergymen, and the police. 

We would again strongly endorse the appeal of tM Clonmel 
Discharged Prisoners' Aid Society for increased financial support 
from other than local sources. The success of the whole system 
is to a large extent dependent upon the efforts made after the 
discharge of the youths from prison to provide them with suitable 
situations, and to arrange for their being visited, and encouraged 
to persevere in the endeavour to earn an honest livelihood. 

As the Borstal Institution at Clonmel is for the whole of Ire- 
land, it is only right that the Prisoners’ Aid Society that assists 
the youths should receive widespread support. Heretofore, sub- 
scriptions to the Society have been mostly from local subscribers. 
Speaking on this subject at the annual meeting of this Society 
held at Clonmel in May, the Chairman made the following re- 
marks, as reported in a local newspaper: — 

“ The report told them that during the past year nineteen young 
lads had boon dealt -with in Clonmel Prison under the Borstal sysfem, 
and they had come from Dublin and various other parts of Ireland. 
This was a thing that concerned the whole of Ireland, and they 
ought to get support from outside. Last year the greatest number 
of boys came from Belfast, this year it was Dublin; that was always 
the way, they came from the centres of population; and certainly it 
was not fair that the whole expense should fall on parties living in 
Clonmel and Oo. Tipperary. The Borstal system aimed at the 
reclamation of young offenders, and saving them from becoming 
habitual criminals. They had done a great deal, but if they had more 
money they could, of course, extend their beneficial services. In 
some cases, where a boy showed special capacity, it was passible to 
do something towards giving him a fresh start in life ; but at present 
little could be done, because there was not sufficient money. If a 
greater number of people outside took an interest ip the movement, 
and gave it practical support, it would be possible to do more practical 
and substantial good. They could not go beyond their means, but 
what had been done had been well done.” 

As an illustration of the manner in which the Clonmel Dis- 
charged Prisoners’ Aid Society carries on its work and enlists the 
sympathy and co-operation of others in the endeavour to help 
youths after discharge from Clonmel, we publish the attached 
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extract from a letter which has recently come to our notice, 
written by the lion, secretary of one of the Dublin Societies to 
the hon. secretary of the Clonmel Society in regard to two of the 
youths who had returned to Dublin after discharge, viz. : — 

“ ■ — r- is doing the scrivenery work as he proposed, and seems most 
anxious to do well. He was well received in his home, and is hopeful 
for the future. I have arranged to see him again, and will keep him 
in view. 

“ I saw to-day, and also his parents, who had been to meet him. 

I joined in urging the parents to leavo the very undesirable 

neighbourhood where they live at present. This they promised to do. 

“ I was much pleased with the bearing and appearance of both 
boys. It is evident that the Borstal system treatment brings out all 
that is best in the subjects. These boys were a contrast in appearance 
to the ordinary discharged prisoners, and, so far, are certainly a credit 
to the Borstal system.” 

Section I. of the Prevention of Crimo Act, 1908, which is to 
come into force on 1st August next, provides that : — 

“ Where a person is convicted on indictment of an offence, for which 
he is liable to be sentenced to penal servitude or imprisonment, and 
it appears to the court — 

(a) That the person is not less than sixteen, nor more than 

twenty-one years of age ; and 

( b ) That, by reason of his criminal habits or tendencies, or 

association with persons of bad character, it is expedient 
that he should be subject to detention for such term, and 
under such instruction and discipline, as. appears most 
conducive to liis reformation and the repression of crime ; 
it shall be lawful for the court, in lieu of passing a sentence of penal 
servitude or imprisonment, to pass a sentence of detention, under 
penal discipline, in a Borstal Institution for a term of not less than 
one year, nor more than three years.” 

The principal alteration which this Act will make in the work- 
ing of the Borstal system is that the minimum term of detention 
will be one year, instead of nine months as heretofore in Ireland; 
that the duty of deciding whether a juvenile-adult is to be sent 
to the Borstal Institution will in future devolve upon the Court, 
not on the Prisons Board; and that those sent to the Borstal 
institution may be discharged on licence under certain condi- 
tions, and will remain under supervision for six months after the 
expiration of their sentences. 

Health and Mortality of Prisoners. 

The general health of the prisoners has been good, and the 
number of infectious cases would have been small but for an 
outbreak of enteric fever at Maryborough Prison where there 
were nineteen cases last autumn, two of which proved fatal. 
Although there were further cases in the current year the out- 
break is now at an end. An exhaustive investigation was made 
by Mr. Pagan, Medical Member of the Board, with the valuable 
assistance of Dr. Bigger, whose services were lent by the Local 
Government Board for the purpose, and of Dr. McWeeney, the 
eminent bacteriologist, and certain defects in sanitation were 
discovered and have been remedied. 
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Eight deaths occurred during the year amongst local prisoners. 
Three were cases of suicide, two were the result of heart failure, 
and one of valvular disease of the heart ; one followed oedema of 
the brain, and one senile decay and acute bronchitis. 

There was one prisoner executed. 

There were six deaths amongst convicts. Two followed 
typhoid fever, one pneumonia, one congestion of lungs and weak 
heart, one heart disease, and one exhaustion from paralysis con- 
sequent on caries of spine. 

Sixty-six prisoners were released from local prisons on medical 
grounds before the expiration of their sentences, of whom thirty 
were women near their confinement, and four were released from 
convict prisons. 

Insane Prisoners. 

During the year seventy-seven insane prisoners were trans- 
ferred from local prisons to lunatic asylums. Of this number 
twenty had been ordered to be detained during the pleasure of 
His Majesty or the Lord Lieutenant, as having been insane at 
the time of committing the offence, or as having been incapable 
of pleading; fifty were reported by the prison medical officers 
as having been insane on reception, and of the remaining seven, 
one was reported as “ probably insane ” when received into 
prison. 

Pour prisoners were removed from convict prisons to lunatic 
asylums. One of these suffered from delusions on reception; 
and in the other three oases insanity developed in periods vary- 
ing from 3 months to 13J years. 

Conduct ol Prisoners. 

There has been a progressive decrease in the last three years 
in the number of local prisoners punished. In the three preced- 
ing years, 1903-5, the number represented about 5 per cent of the 
total number in custody during the year. During the year 1908 
it had fallen to a little over 3 per cent. 

The percentage of convicts punished last year was about the 
same as the previous year, viz. : about 24 per cent. There was 
one case of corporal punishment for personal violence to an 
officer. 

Lectures to Prisoners. 

During the year two lectures were delivered to prisoners ; one 
by the Church of Ireland Chaplain at Mountjoy Prison on the 
subject “ Scenes from the Old and New Testaments ” was given 
to Church of Ireland female prisoners, and the other on the 
subject of “ Temperance ” was given by an outside lecturer to 
prisoners of all denominations in Dundalk Prison. A concert 
with recitations, organised by members of one of the Prisoners’ 
Aid Societies, was given at Mountjoy Prison to male prisoners 
of all denominations. 


Prison Industries. 

Particulars relating to the industries carried on in the several 
Irish Prisons will be found in the Appendix to this Report. 
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The problem of providing suitable employment for prisoners 
is a difficult one, partly owing to the shortness of the great 
majority of the sentences, and partly to the physical and mental 
deficiencies of a large proportion of the prison population; never- 
theless, labour of a reforming and instructive nature has been 
steadily carried out;, and efforts are continuously made to encour- 
age progress in habits of industry and manual dexterity, which 
may fit the prisoners, if so inclined, to adopt honest livelihoods 
on discharge. The requirements of the Prison Department itself, 
varied in many ways as are those of an ordinary household, afford 
the principal outlet for the prisoners’ labour, and the employments 
in which the prisoners are engaged for meeting these require- 
ments, such as gardening, tailoring, shoemaking, carpentry, 
smithing, weaving, brushmaking, baking, dressmaking, sewing, 
knitting, and laundry work, all combi no to instruct them in habits 
of industry, and to utilize their labour towards the cost of their 
own maintenance. 

Assistance in providing work has also been given by 
three other Government Departments, viz. ; the General Post 
Office, the Board of Public Works, and the R. I. Constabulary, 
who have supplied the Board with orders for a variety of articles 
needed by them. 

Out-door industries of which the most valuable is gardening, 
are specially encouraged, with excellent results, both as regards 
the health and conduct of the prisoners. 

Prison Buildings. 

The Prison Buildings have been maintained in good condition. 

In Mount joy Prison an extensive new range of association 
workshops has been completed and fully occupied by prisoners 
of the several trades. Eighteen cells in the female portion of the 
prison have been specially fitted for female prisoners who have 
children with them. New lavatory accommodation has been 
fitted for the male officers. 

In Maryborough Prison the new Roman Catholic Chapel has 
been finished. ^ It is well designed and affords seating accom- 
modation for 260 prisoners. A new heating system has been 
set up in three of the separate blocks. Two new ranges of stone 
sheds . and workshops, which afford ample accommodation for 
carrying on the work, have been erected on the farm. The 
drains of the prison have also been reconstructed. 

In Belfast Prison the laundry has been entirely remodelled, 
enlarged, and fitted with modern appliances. New and improved 
bathing accommodation has been fitted np, and two large steam 
boilers are being set in connection with the heating, cooking, 
and laundry work. 

In Cork Male Prison a covered passage way, connecting the 
cookhouse with sections of the prison, has been erected and is 
found to be a decided improvement. 

Prison hew fire-mains and hydrants have been fitted. 

In Tralee Prison improved sanitary arrangements have been 
earned out. 
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Visiting Committees. 

We subjoin the usual return of the number of visits paid by 
the members of the Visiting Committees to local prisons during 
1908 in the execution of their very important duties under the

The visitors appointed by Tour Excellency to visit Mary- 
borough Convict Prison paid 7 visits, and those appointed to 
visit Mountjoy Prison paid 2 visits, during the year to these 
Prisons respectively. 


REGISTRATION OF CRIMINALS. 

During the year the names of 198 discharged convicts and 
habitual criminals were registered in the “ Register of Convicts 
and Habitual Criminals.” 

Besides these, the names of 1,918 other prisoners were added 
to the “ Supplemental Register ” of persons who receive sentences 
of over one month at petty sessions and police courts, and sen- 
tences of one month and upwards at assizes and quarter sessions 
for certain specified offences. 

There are now in this office about 13,500 sets of finger impres- 
sions of criminals. 

Out of 349 cases where applications were received during the 
year from the police for the finger prints of untried prisoners 
whose antecedents were unknown, 124 were identified by means 
of their finger impressions as having been previously convicted. 

In several cases during 1908, where burglars were convicted 
the principal evidence against them was that furnished by finger 
marks. 
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STATE INEBRIATE REFORMATORY. 

There were 34 habitual inebriates committed during the year 
to the State Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis, of whom 3 were 
transferred from Waterford Certified Reformatory. The remain- 
" ng 31 were committed under Section 1 of the Inebriates Act 
1898, from every part of Ireland. '

. ^ males were previously convicted, the number of con- 
victions ranging from 1 to 163. Four females were not previously 
convicted the remainder were convicted from 1 to 49 times. 

It is satisfactory to note that few short sentences were imposed 
during the past year. In 30 out of 34 cases the inebriates were 
sentenced to two or three years detention. This gives the inebriate 
a much better chance of reformation. 

The male inmates have been engaged in the same occupations 
as in previous years, viz.: — gardening, carpentering, smith- 
wom, shoemaking, matmaking, chopping firewood, building 
worir, and repairing, altering, painting, and maintaining the 
Reformatory buildings. 

J*'} 16 i llma t es have been employed in cooking, laundry 

work, knitting, making articles of uniform and clothing,, shirt 
making, fancy work, &c. 
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Facilities for improvement and amusement are given the in- 
mates during recreation hours. They are supplied with boohs, 
periodicals, &c., and the requisites for games such as draughts, 
chess, dominoes, handball, quoits, &c. 

The conduct of the inmates during the year was very good. 
The punishments inflicted were mostly in the nature of depriva- 
tion of privileges. M 

School instruction has been carried out with very good results. 
The number of committals in 1908, namely 34, is the greatest 
number in any year since the opening of the .Reformatory. On 
the 31st December, 1908, there were 56 inmates in the institu- 

N"o inebriate was returned to the Reformatory during the year 
on revocation of licence, but two who relapsed, . after their dis- 
charge on completion of sentence, were re-committed. It is to be 
regretted that inebriates who relapse are not more frequently 
recommitted. There are many cases where it would produce 

good results. ., . , 

Nearly eight years have elapsed from the time when the first 
inebriate was discharged from the Reformatory , up to 31st 
December, 1908. During that period the number of individuals 
discharged was 106, viz. : — 38 males and 68 females.

A considerable improvement has been noticed in ttje conduct 
of some inebriates after their discharge from the Reformatory, 
but not sufficient to allow of their being classed as doing well. 

In the work of looking after and caring for discharged 
inebriates much help has been given by clergymen, by the - After 
Care Association, the Prisoners’ Aid Societies, the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, the Agent for Discharged 

Prisoners, and the police. „ . . 

The Visiting Committee meet every month, see all the inmates, 
inspect the Reformatory, and render valuable services. _ 

Nuns and other la'dy visitors have given valuable assistance m 
advising and instructing female inmates.

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GENERAL. 

The conduct of the Prison Officers has been very good. 

“The Imperial Service Medal ” was during the year awarded 
to three prison officers, who retired after more than 25 years' 
meritorious service. 

Under the system instituted at the request of the Colonial 
Office in 1907, whereby Colonial Police Officers undergo a course 
of instruction at this Office in the Finger Print System of 
Identification, 35 officers were instructed during the year, in 
addition to 21 who had been instructed in the previous year. 

The course extends over a period of 10 or 12 days. 

Facilities are also afforded to such officers to pay a course of 
visits to one of the Dublin prisons in order to study the prison 
system as carried out in this country. The number who so 
visited during 1908 was 18. 

Particulars of the expenditure on prisons, etc., during the 
past and previous years are given in the Appendix.
